They were the same resolutions 
announced on the opening day calling 
for condemnation of Albert B. Falls 
and Harry M. Daughcrty. asking for 
a special cession of congress, urging 
direct nomination of candidates for 
president and vice president, congrat- 
ulating 211 representatives who voted 
for tho tax bill that became a law as 
a substitute for the Mellon bill, re- 
solving that Republican election com- 
mittee shall not accept contributions 
from any one interested in exploiting 
tho public domain, and lastly com- 
mending six senators for their work 
in connection with recent investiga- 
tions. The mention of Senators La 
Folletto in this connection brought 
the only applause stronc enough to 
completely stop the reading. At the 
close, the hissing and booing began. 


ACT SCANT HEARING 


It will be the task of Henry A.

land that we could go on indefinitely cheat-

Igardly salaries drove promising material 
'out of both professions, and both have 
' suffered as a consequence. The economy 
i in the public schools was the worst form 
tof extravagance, lor it lowered their 
'standards and brought into the teaching 
[staffs thousands of unqualified and poor- 
Uy prepared instructors. 


The postoffice department functions on 


jthe whole quite well, but it could be bet- 
;ter. The way to make it better is to t 
llring into its direction and operation the 
Tnost efficient employes that gdfd pay will 
Attract. That should be the test of pro- 
posals before congress for increasing the 
•postoffice payroll, not economy. There can

Such was the outlook a century ago. 


Two centuries ago our pioneers may have 
been too busy fighting Indians and card- 
ing their daily bread to have much ener- 
gy left for criminal indulgences, but no 
doubt British alarmists of the 18th cen- 
tury could be quoted to the same effect 
and readers of Pepys' Diary get the im- 
pression that 17th century England so- 
ciety was pretty rotten from the top down. 
Then there is the story of decay in Eome, 
Greece, Babylon and Egypt. Yet some- 
how or other the world kept going and 
ideals of right were preserved. In spite 
of the conditions in this country a century 
ago described above we managed to pull 
through, and In spite of the revelations 
and criminality that startle us now we 
shall be able to keep going, with enough 
in the right path, to hand down a fairly 
respectable record to posterity.

TEMPEKATCH8 OP THE BODY 


A correspondent who evidently has tho unhealth- 


ful habit of taking her own' temperature, notices 
that when tho atmosphere is oooj her temperature 
is around 98.3 or 08.4. and when the atmmoephwe 
Is warm, says OS degrees, nor temperature is higher 
too. as much as 98.? degree. Bhe says it fiocmi to 
bo different with other people and sho 
whether it Is a personal JdJoeyncrasy or an Indica- 
tion of anything wrong. 


Ono of my many queer notion* about health is 
that tre ehould never Keep a clinical thermometer 
around the house and never mind onr temper^ 
turo unless the doctor insists on knowing precisely 
what It may be at a Riven time, and then, lot tho 
nurse toko It and keep it to herself and tho doc- 
tor. I har» a crude fancy that it sever helps much 
to know what-the body temperature is. It may be 
necessary for the doctor to measure the tempera- 
ture In certain cases, but I mean it never does tb 
layman any good1 to monkey with a thermometer. 
On tho contrary, the unwise use of a clinical ther- 
mometer In the home causes a great deal of uneces- 
sary worry and alarm, I am sure. It la sometimes 
goo* for health, a little worry, provided the worry- 
jig is in th» right direction. But worrylnc'over a 
few points of variation In. tb» temperature of the 
body is worrying in the wrong direction. 
The temperature of cold, blooded animals IB below 
that of the surrounding1 air—the reptiles, amphibia 
and fishes. The temperature of warm blooded ani- 
mals is above that of the surrounding air—birds, 
mals (Including man). But the body tempera- 
ture of birds and mammals is Independent of the 
:emperatura of the air, or practically-Independent 
of It whereas the body temperature of reptiles, am- 
phibians and. fishes changes within wide limits, with 
changes of temperature of the surrounding environ- 
ment Their temperature la almoit as low as the 
water or air or earth around them In tho winter, 
and almost as high as the temperature of the sur- 
roundings In summer. Not so with birds, mammals 
and man particularly. In the warm blooded onl- 
malr more heat Is produced by metabolism, these 
groups having a relatively active oxidation process, 
bftvltal functions, which maintain a constant beat 
production. Likewise they have a heat regulating 
kpporatus or mechanism which the cold blooded ani- 
mals lack. Only the hibernating animals, which are 
warm blooded, have a poorly developed heat regula- 
ting apparatus; In the winter time their temperature 
joes far below the normal as their metabolism or 
rttal processes or osldatlon slows. 
To a very limited extent the metabolism process 
n man Is glowed down, by cold weather and accel- 
rated by warm weather, at least in certain Individ1- 
uals Of the reptilian or fishy temperament If I 
may say so without any offense Intended.

When politician* try to be literary 
critics the result 19 usually ludicrous 
or dlsasterous or both. It was both in 
the case of a Secretary of the interi- 
or appointed by Abraham Lincoln. 
Lincoln could not appoint to all the 
offices men of hie own perceptlveneBS 
for great literature ejid when he 
made James Harlen of Iowa 
secre- 
tary of the Interior he was preparing 
trouble for the man who Is today re- 
garded almost universally as Amer- 
ica's greatest poet and prophet and 
the man who wrote perhaps the best 
know poem on Uncoln himself. 
Harlan was something of a "big 


man" hi his day. That Is, he WB» a 
politician who bad attained to power 
and position. As a member of the 
president'* cabinet lie wielded consid- 
erable power and lie, ruled over the 
destinies of a large number of men. 
Walt Whitman was on obecure clerk 
in the deportment of the interior. Ten 
years before he had published a book 
called "Leaves of Gross," which hod 
been almost a total failure. It Is re- 
corded tbat of 120 copies placed on 
sale In New York and Brooklyn only 
one was sold and the dealer* insisted 
on the book'0 .withdcaval. Another 
edition next year met with an almost 
similar fate and in I860 the third edi- 
tion, at first successful, was turned 
into a failure by tho opening of the 
Civ3 war. 
WHITMAN IS BEMEMBEBED 
So here for a moment in American 


history, after the Civil war, came 
face to face the "blp man" aad the 
obscure poet whoa* book had failed.

But some one told the "big man" 
that one of the clerks in the depart- 
ment bed written a book of smutty 
poems," and Hartan straightway sent 
for a volume of "Leaves of Grass." 
That was the politicians first intro- 
duction to what la today regarded as 
perhaps the moat significant volume 
in American poetry. 


And Harlan became property Indig- 


nant. Walt W&ltznan needed his Job, 
needed it badly. That fact is perhaps 
forgotten today in view of Whitman's 
great fame. At the time ho waa weak 
and poor. He had to live like anyone 
else and his job was all he had to 
support himself. Being "fired" waa as 
disastrous for Walt Whitman, the 
now universally admired poet, as it 
ia for anybody. But "fired" he waa 
by Harlan's orders, .not because he 
was Inefficient in his work but be- 
cause be tad dared to be an original 
poet whose work the "big man" did 
not oomo within-a-thouaand miles of 
understanding. 
ASSAILS HARLAN 


Devoting a paragraph to. the epi- 


sode in his "CHnlcal Votes" in "The 
American Mercury," H. L. Moncken 
«aya. "Let us panne a moment to re- 
member this dreadfcl and almost for- 
gotten ass: James Hnrliin. of Iowa, 
secretary of the interior in the cab- 
inet of ^Abraham Lincoln." And all 
Whitman admirers wffl doubtlessly 
aay amen to that.

The epithet of "ass* can be applied 


to Harlan with ell the greater Justloa 
because at the time whan be "fired" 
Walt Whitman the poet had already 
done practically an the -work on which 
his fame rests today. It was not a 
case of dlacharglngr an obscure per- 
son who later-In life achieved great- 
ness. That is common enough and 
even a cabinet officer may be par- 
doned for not elwars being a son ot 
a prophet. But Harlan had before 
him "Leaves of Grass." He bad the 
same evidence we have-today, except 
that "Leave* of Grass" had not yet 
become popular. By- the act of "fir- 
Ing" Walt Whitman he constituted 
himself a critic of Whitman's poetry 
and wrote himself down as an ignor- 
amus.

THE WIND AMD FISHING 


One will strike many off days when 


going fishing, so.don't get disappoint- 
ed it this' happens occasionally. The 
beet time to cast for either base or 
pickerel is when the wind li just 
strong enough to cause a ripple on 
the Burface of the water. A wind of 
this sort—no matter whether it is 
east, west, north 
or south—makes 


ideal fishing and helps "take the bait 
out" much easier, besides lifting the 
burden of rowing the boat providing 
the wind Is in th» right 
direction 


along shore line. 


When fishing from a boat on such 


a day, one can leave one oar in wa 
ter and put the other In the boat, ttit 
one pointing in the direction from 
which the brease Is blowing being left 
out to keep the boat drifting stralgtu 
or rather sideways. 
Bit with your 


back against the wind, and in the cen- 
ter seat of the boat and you are fixed 
to cast the entire shore line with only 
a touch of the car now and then to 
straighten the boat. 


Fishing on the "ripply" waters pre- 


vents the fish from seeing above the 
surface of the water as the tipples 
shade the bait tosssr to a greater-< 
tent and this la naturally the cause of 
more "strikes."
